t3'*,OQO,000. He further said that on the 
fifth Instant, the Attorney General had 
agreed to redeem the first mortgage 
bonds and to have the road operated by 
a receiver. This arrangement, Mr. Har- 
ris said, was perfectly satisfactory to 
those for whom he tpobe, but tbe Inten- 
tion of the Attorney General to abandon 
that plan and let tbe road go with a losa 
to the government at nearly (7,000,000 
was not only a surprise to htm and 
others, but absolutely unsatisfactory. 


Mr. Harris maintained that tbe Kan- 
sas Pacific road was worth the last cent 
ot the government's claim and It ought 
to be demanded by tbe Attorney Gen- 
eral.
